I A reader has called to our attention an 
I article which nppearcd In a recent iMuo'of 
New Horizons. .It has to do with the reaction* 
of Oeorge MacDonald. BaeluB Aircraft engi- 
neer, who has seen the jircsent world war In 
, terms of bullets and Ilame -and blood anil 
fitarvatlon. 

^ An cx-pllot of tlie Clilna National Aviation 
corporation. MacDonald participated In the 
heroic evacuation of Hong Kong In Decem- 
ber. 1041. Now a member of the engineering 
.service unit which follows Boeing's alrcrott 
Into action, he has covered Egypt, the Near 
Eanl, India. Burma and China. Here, bluntly 
-and In part, are some bf his observations In 
relation to the war effort; 

'■Primarily, I think what all.*; Americans 
la that they still don't really know what a 
war Is. It Is very apparent to one who has 
Just returned from actual war zones. 
"One or our brggest weaknesses, I believe, 
" Ilea in our belief that we can win the war by 
ballyhoo, ir war production is up 300. per 
cent since Pearl Harbor, we all pat one an- 
other on the back, as If that were all that 
la necessary ... It wouldn't be too much If 
It were up 1.000 per cent. But the stuff Is 
, no good to us or our allies until It's on the 
"'worfronts, and" the men are Ihcro to put It 
In use, and the parts arc there tojjeep It In 
use. 

"I've seen mechanics fly 4,000 mile.s round 
trip (o rob one downed plane of parta to put 
another damaged ship Into the air again. 
I've hearil pilots who hadn't eaten lor n 
couple'days, whose sole topic of conversation 
was 'When, oh when, will wc get those planes 
we've been promised?' 

"In China I saw 12- to IS-year-old boy 
with rlflca taller than Hicy, who had been 
thiouEh two camptvSsns. I came home and 
round that congress had been debating for 
weeks over drafting 18- and ID-year-old men. 

"In Egypt I've seen mcchnnlca sweating 
over a plane In 130-degree heat until some 
of them cracked and run blindly around until 
they dcoppcd. I come home and 1 find com- 
fortably clothed American workers complain- 
ing becau.^e the factory Is too stuffy, or H 
Isn't up to room temperature nnd they have 
to .wear a sweater. 

. "In India and Burma and China and the 
Near East, I've seen the .same mechanics work 
. until they were ready to drop over from 
fatigue— and I come home to discover that 
even with a six-day week, American plants 
have absentee records that run from 8 per 
cent a day to as lilgh as 25 per cent or 30 per 
cent week-end,?. 

"Now I hear Indignant squawk-i about hlRh 
prices and rislnf? rents and the need for 
keeping a family In food and clothing, Listen 
brother — and sister— ask the people In the 
war zones about 'high prices,' Ask them about 
food and clothing and a place to live. 

"When we lay all night In a muddy ditch 
during a bombing attack, we were not worrj'- 
Ing about liow much money wc made. You 
don't think In terms of dollars, cither, while 
you're drngging broken, serenmlng men from'' 
the burning wreckage of a bomber— when 
. you .see a fellow you knew wild with pnln, 
1, running. a hundred yards on legs so smashed 
that the bones. protrude— when a family you 
stayed with Is later overtaken by the enemy 
and bayoneted- and a lot worse things I 
could tell. ^ 
"I think we can win this war, but not until 
wc dig In more earnestly and more unselfish- 
ly than'wc're doing now."
